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The Sierra Madre News is starting to run seg¬ 
ments on various crimes against retailers as out¬ 
lined by Sierra Madre f’oiice Chief Bill Betts 
at a recent seminar Injure Main Sirce! and the 
Chamber of Commerce. This week we will discuss 
shoplifting. Ed. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told a group 
of Main Street and Chamber of Commerce mem¬ 
bers recently that 80 percent of all crime these 

days is drug-related. 

“Society is so heavily victimized. Seizures of 
drugs reflect piles of money not spent in the 
stores.or on recreation. With recent local seizures, 
alot of our own money is not available for public 
and private use,” Betts said. 

He continued, “Mosts thefts are converted into 
money to buy drugs...So much of store.N’ 
merchandise is unaccounted for because of that. 
The drug culture has been developing for years. 
They work hard at their business.” 

Because most of those people at the seminar 


wliich Betts presented were downtown retailers, 
Betts discussed some of the methods of shoplifting 
and of what to watch for. 

“Some clients take merchandise out of the store 
and return it the next day, requesting a refund. Many 
say they received certain items as gifts and have no 
receipts. ‘My aunt back east gave this to me for my 
birthday.’ .Alot of merchandise moves through the 
booster system - which consists of a device to secrete 
a product and walk out of the store undetected. 
Women often have a harness system under their 
dresses that can carry many pieces of merchandise. 
You'll see some people with a book in their hands. If 
you were to open the lid, there is a cutout pocket in 
which the shoplifters have dropped small items 
such as jewelry,” Betts explained. 

He said that some shoplifters actually conceal 
small pieces of jewelry such as rings in chewing gum. 

“Expensive jewelry should always be in a locked 
case and only one piece should be removed for a 
customer’s inspection at a time. Often, shoplifters 


are not working alone. Two come in, look o\er the 
shop, figuie out what to do, then one blocks your 
vision while the other attracts your attention. You 
must be conscious ol being maneuvered. Don’t get 
trapped.” 

He continued, “There are small businesses m 
Sierra Madre so mirrors are a good aid since they 
leave no blind spots in stores. If you are maneusered. 
you can always use mirrors. Of course, you must he 
careful or you may offend a customer if you accuse 
him or her.” 

He said that the No. one rule in retail is to pay im¬ 
mediate and continual attention to a customer. 
“Don’t leave them but don’t harass them. It can he 
done in a subU^. way. If a strange group comes in, 
your antennas should come up. K th.ey are people 
under the age of 40 and they go in all directions at .i 
time, beware. Try to lead them into one group or fall 
back on the use of your mirrors. If you actually sec

Last year’s successful Wistaria Fete pub¬ 
lic relations program swamped volunteer com¬ 
mittee member home phones and the cham¬ 
ber office. Calls began coming in Novem¬ 
ber and grew in number as the fete date 
drew nearer. 

With an expanded coordinating committee 
planning effort underway, members suggested 
a single phone number for public information 
be established. Logical choices were the 
Chamber of Commerce or Main Street of¬ 
fices. As chamber and Main Street organi¬ 
zation unification moved forward. Main 
Street’s physical office was relocated to share 
office space with the chamber. 

While personal response to all telephone 
calls seeking information is preferable, the 
part-time nature of our Main Street/chamber 
office staff makes that impossible. And, ask¬ 
ing committee members to tie up their 
home phones didn’t seem like an acceptable 


solution. The next best answer seemed to 
be an answering machine. 

As that solution was kicked around, it 
was suggested that a second line could be 
installed at the chamber/Main Street office, 
and information messages could be expanded 
beyond the Wistaria Fete. Finally, the idea 
of starting a community electronic bulletin 
board on a trial basis was agreed upon. 

The bulletin board has been activated this 
month, the phone number is 306-1150. Since 
this is a new program, we will be doing 
alot of experimenting. To get things kick^ 
off, the three-minute message will remain 
the same for the remainder of this month. 
Basic, “who- what-where-when’’ information 
is provided about the Candlelight Walk, the 
1991 Wistaria Fete, the Friends of the Li¬ 
brary Art Fair and Wine Tasting. 

Lots of things have to be worked out; 
how often will the message be changed, what 
type of events will be included, etc. Initi¬ 
ally, we will focus on major community 
events such as the Wistaria Fete, Mt. Wilson 
Trail Race. 4th of July, Library Art Fair, 
and activities that draw significant numbers 
of non-resident visitors. The idea is to pro¬ 
vide a single information telephone number 
that clubs and organizations can use in their 
publicity if they feel it will be beneficial.

someone secrete an item. 

However, be very careful, 
sued. Never accuse anyone of stealing. Say, ‘I notice 
that you have an item in your pocket. Did you forget 
to pay for that?’ Or offer them a container to keep 
track of all the items they are buying.” 

Other common shoplifting methods include knap¬ 
sacks and purses large enough to hide things, folded 
newspapers or magazines. 

He cautioned retailers to be aware of a customer’s 
hands to note their pockets, purses, handkerchiefs. 
Notice open packages, purses, shopping bags. Watch 
for customers who are nervous, have wandering eyes, 
arc loitering or lingering in hidden areas. Watch 
groups of people, especially if one of them attempts 
to keep you distracted. 

Remember that employees are not exempt. In fact, 
some experts believe that businesses lose more to 
employee theft than to burglary, robbery and shop¬ 
lifting combined. 

It is wise to maintain strict inventory control. All 
sorts of small items can “accidently” be taken. 
Limit employees’ access to stock and inventory 
records. Check trash bins and nooks and crannies 
now and then. Conduct periodic, unexpected in¬ 
ventory checks so that dishonest employees know 
they run the risk of being caught by surprise. 

Good business practices that will help avoid shop¬ 
lifting problems include: tightening hiring practices, 
setting a good personal example, keeping employee 
morale high.

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Out of the Attic

— January, 1947: The new real estate sub¬ 
division at the southwest corner of East Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Rancho Rd. was approved at 
the regular meeting of the City Planning Com¬ 
mission subject to a 25-ft. setback along Rancho 
Rd. and on the condition that only one house 
be built on a lot. C.E. Stephens and J.G. Merkle 
are promoting the subdivision and propose to 
divide a 10-acre lemon grove into 30 city lots. 
East-west streets proposed are to be called Santa 
Anita Ave. and San Gabriel Ave. 

— January, 1947: To the old Richardson 
ranch house in Cypress Court belongs the honor 
of being Sierra Madre’s oldest dwelling. The 
staunch old house of California redwood really 
antedated Sierra Madre, for it was standing on 
the Richardson family’s government claim when 
N.C. Carter purchased the original town site 
from “Lucky” Baldwin. John Richardson, a 
pioneer who crossed the plains with his family 
in a covered wagon, built the house over 100 
years ago ... A tunnel, which was dug on the 
property in an attempt to mine gold, struck a 
'powerful stream of water. This has, for many 
years, furnished all the water used by residents 
in the court, as many as 21 families. 
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The Colony Theater in 
Los Angeles is a real 
find for theater goers. 
It has been going for 
IS years; it holds a high 
professional standard. 
It is in a theater that 
was built to be a thea¬ 
ter. It is only 20 min¬ 
utes away from Sierra 
Madre, and the freeways 
lead right to its location 
at 1944 Riverside Drive. 

Its whole subscription 
series costs less than one 
ticket to the Ahmanson. 
There are extra bonus 
plays by invitation to 
subscribers to which they 
may bring guests free. 
The Colony surveyed its 
subscribers and found 
that the vast majority of 
them became theater de¬ 
votees as children, so 
now the Colony offers 
half-price subscriptions 
for the under-18. 

On top of all that, the 
personnel who speak for 
the theater are supreme 
examples of cozy charm 
and make everybody feel 
privileged to be there. 

Since it is an Equity 


waiver theater, it seats 
only 99 people so there 
are no bad seats, and the 
actors can be profession¬ 
als without running the 
ticket prices up. 

Its current production 
is the sure-fire “Mr. Ro¬ 
berts,” which as the pro¬ 
gram points out, is date¬ 
less. The scene is a cargo 
ship in the back islands 
of the Pacific during 
WWII, but its subject 
matter is timeless: the 
boredom and apathy 
that kills the soul and 
makes people put up 
with tyranny and stupid¬ 
ity. And the ploys by 
which the characters 
fight that apathy make it 
one of the most human¬ 
ly comic plays in the the¬ 
ater. 

The set is ingenious, 
and the cast is excellent. 
Robert O’Reilly as Doc is 
especially ingratiating, 
and Art Tedesco as the 
feckless Ensign Pulver is 
both irritating and ap¬ 
pealing. Armin Shimer- 
man makes a captain you 
love to hate.

The Arcadia Public Library has received 
its first set of fiction and non-fiction books 
in Chinese, Korean, Japanese, and Spanish 
through the Multilingual Resource Sharing 
Program, a division of the Los Angeles Public 
Library that loans foreign language books to 
local libraries, thereby allowing them to loan 
these materials to the public. These languages 
were chosen since they reflect the diversity of 
the Arcadia population. 

This new collection supplements the lib¬ 
rary’s own foreign language collection, most of 
which is in Chinese. These materials include 
newspapers (Chinese Daily News, International 
Daily News, Sing Tao Jih Pao) magazines 
(The Nineties, Life & Health. Crown), and al¬ 
most 800 books, mostly non-fiction, which 
were purchased with monies Irom ttie Arcadia 
Chinese Association. Ine Korean collection 
consists of periodical subscriptions that have 
been purchased with funds from the Arcadia 
Korean Parents Association. 

The library also features children’s foreign 
language books, most of which are bilingual, 
in Chinese, Korean, Viettiamese, Spanish, French 
and Russian.
